Eilers of the Twenty-sixth were re- 
nominated in contests and Alder- 
men Otto of the Fourth, Lange of 
the Sixth, Neumann of the Twelfth, 
Brinkmann of the Fourteenth, 
Bergmann of the Eighteenth and 
Waldman of the Twenty-eighth 
were renominated without opposi- 
tion. 

The Democratic ticket had no 
contest and probably only a few 
thousand ballots were cast for it. 

Political observers credited a 
variety of factors with bringing out 
the big vote and the unexpected. 
result. The factor given greatest 
credit was the uprising against 
Miller domination of the city gov- 
ernment. While opposition among 
many taxpayers to the existing sys- 
tem of specia] taxes for street wid- 
enings and other improvements 
probably helped bring out the big 
vote, the part it played in nom- 
inating Neun was questionable. 
Both Neun and Field had declared 
in favor of changing the system. 

The many street widenings and 
extensions under the 1923 bond is- 
sue as well as sewer construction 
and other undertakings have in- 
volved assessment of benefit taxes 
against much property throughout 
the city, under the charter rules for 
improvements. Much street paving 
also has resulted in tax bills 
against adjacent property. The 
bills have become especially burd- 
ensoOme in the last several years, 
the more so because of the hard 
times, 

Fight on Krueger. 

The opposition to Alderman 
Krueger was based originally on 
his lone support of the Southwest 
highway plan, a special tax and 
bond issue scheme, which was re- 
pealed over his objection, but that 
contest grew into an anti-Miller 
fight. On the other hand, Eugene 
C. Stifel, one of the most promi- 
hent leaders of organized groups 
Opposing the special tax system, 
was badly beaten by the adminis- 
tration candidate for Alderman 
from the Second Ward. 

Pofiticians believe that Demo- 
cratic voters entered the Republic- 
an primary to some extent, and this 
may have helped Neun somewhat, 
since there is bitter Democratic 
feeling against Miller. However, 
the chief reason for Democrats to 
vote the Republican ticket was to 
help nominate Barnes for Twenty- 
fourth Ward Alderman. Krueger 
had charged that Barnes supported 
William L. Igoe, a Democrat, for 
Mayor against Miller in 1925. The 
biggest Democratic vote 1§ concen- 
trated in the Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
Eighteenth, Twentieth and Twenty- 
second Wards, and Field carried 
every One of these, a fact which 


discounts the politicians’ surmise 
that Democrats helped Neun.

BY URY CONVICTED 


Ten-Year Terms; Given Two 
for Holdups on Plea of 
Guilty—Week in Courts. 


Only one of six defendants to 
face juries in the criminal divisions 
of Circuit Court last week was 
convicted. 

Among those acquitted was Sam 
Boyd, a Negro charged with mur- 
der in the first degree of Manuel 
Glatstein, 66 years old, who was 
Stabbed to death near his home, 
1422 North Fourteenth street, last 
Oct. 25.

Boyd was jointly indicted with 
them, but took a severance and was 
tried aloe.

The others freed by juries are 
Herman Rondberg, tried for em- 
bezzlement by bailee, and Joe Tay- 
lor, charged with robbery, Joseph 
P. Hollis, charged with forgery of 
an indorsement, was freed by a di- 
rected verdict when the Court de- 
clared the evidence insufficient to 
allow the case to go to the jury. 
The jury trying Betty Blatt, a Ne- 
gro charged wih manslaughter for 
stabbing her husband, faileg to 
agree. She will be retried.

POSTAL STATION 
“QUTRAGEOUS’ 


Judge Stone, in U. S. Cir- 
cuit Appeals Court Deci- 
sion, Thus Characterizes 


| Payment of $120,000. 


by the Government for the Com- 
mercial Station postoffice at St. 
Paul, Minn., subject of a Senatorial 
investigation this winter in connec- 
tion with the unsavory postal lease 
scandul—was termed “outrageous” 
in an opinion filed in United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals here yes- 
terday. 3 

Presiding Judge Stone, who 
wrote the opinion, pointed out 
that the rental annually was more 
than 37% per cent of the actual 
value of the building, set by a com- 
mission of disinterested appraisers 
at $317,562. 

Immediate Possession Ordered. 

The opinion upheld the District 
Court at St. Paul in its order that 
the Government was to have im- 
mediate possession of the postoffice 
property under the sale, pending a 
decision by the courts on the cor- 
rectness of the condemnation com- 
mission’s award. 

Prior to condemnation proceed- 
ings, the Government had leased 
the property from Commercial Sta- 
tion Postoffice, Inc., for several 
years, When $480,000 was appro- 
priated by Congress for the prop- 
erty's purchase the owners and 
Government failed to come to an 
agreement on price and condemna- 
tion suit was filed. 

The order of the District Court 
for immediate posssession had the 
effect of terminating: the rental 
payments. In appealing, owners of 
the property contended the order 
was without authority in law, with- 
out actual necessity, and improvi- 
dent. After dispoving of the first 
two objections by showing they 
were without foundation, Judge 
Stone continued: 

Value Fixed at $317,562. 

“Another consideration which 
might well affect the discretion of 
the (district) Court, is that this 
record shows that the Commis- 
sioners placed the value of this 
property at $317,562. 

“This lease was for a long time 
annual rental of $120,000, or an an- 
nual rental of more than 37% per 
cent of the value of the property ag 
found by disinterested commission- 
ers. Such an outrageou rental sug- 
gests a powerful ineentive to the 


to delay in every possible manner 
the ultimate determination of the 
condemnation proceeding in order 
to prolong the receipts of such 
rental. 

“The situation shown in the 
above recitals not only fails to 
show that the trial court exercised 
his discretion improperly, but 
strongly shows the wisdom of the 
order. The order should be, and 
is affirmed.”

AT ENGLISH FOOTBALL GAME 


MANCHESTER, England, March 
14.—Many persons were injured, 
but none seriously, when thousands 
stampeded today through the gates 
of the Old ‘Trafford football 
grounds to see the playing of the 
semifinal in the cup tie between 
Everton and West Bromwich. 

The field has seats for 70,000. 
When the gates were closed more 
than 20,900 persons were still out- 
side. Despite a police cordon, the 
crowd went through the fence in 
two places and many were tram- 
pled. Mounted poiice cleared the 
field, carried the injured out on 
stretchers and the game was 
played. West Bromwich won, 1 
to 0.

Operation of one-man street cars 
in St. Louis has been approved by 
the St. Louls Safety Council follow- 
ing a study of the use of the cars 
in other cities, It was@announced 
yesterday. 

The study was made by a special 
committee composed of Philip 
Brockman, former president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners; §. 
J. Cashel,. vice president of the 
Columbia Terminals Co.; James B.« 
Hill, general agent of the Western 
Insurance Co.; Girard C. Varnum, 
chairman of the council's Highway 
Safety Committee, and Reyburn 
Hoffmann, secretary-manager of 
the council. 

As its first step the committee 
sent out to safety councils throughe- . 
out the country a questionnaire on 
the extent of its experience in the 
use of one-man cars, the effect it 
had on the prevailing accident rate 
and the nature of ths districts in 
which the cars were operated. _ 
Replies were received from 15 
cities in various sections of the 
country. All except Chicago had 
one-man cars operating in the con- 
gested districts under traffic con- 
ditions comparable to those in 
downtown St. Louis. 

The questionnaire digest showed, 
according to the council that in 11 
of the cities traffic accidents in-~ 
volving street cars had decreased 
under one-man operation in per- 
centages varying from 10 to 560 
per cent. In none was an increase 
noted. 

Similarly in accidents involving 
the boarding or alighting of pas- 
sengers, decreases as high as 67 
per cent were reported, it is 
stated. Generalizing on its study 
the committee found that, al- 
though inauguration of one-man 
car operation frequently met with 
opposition, the antagonism Of car- 
riders has disappeared after a fair 
test of the plan has-been made.

HARLIE CHAPLIN’S widely 
C heralded “City Lights,” which 

is at Loew’s, comes entirely up 
to expectations. It is as funny, in 
the Chaplin pantomimic manner, as 
anything the comedian ever made 
and while it depends, for its tre- 
mendous number of laughs, upon 
his usual tricks and familiar make 
up there is a thin suggestion of a 
pretty and romantic story. Not fol- 
lowing the usual Chaplin formula 
the story ends with a promise of 
happiness for. the star despite the 
fact that it closes with a tear in- 
stead of a laugh. The plot re- 
volves mround Chaplin, the tramp; 
his love for a blind flower girl and 
his contacts with a millionaire 
who is by way of being a good fel- 
low when drunk but decidely up- 
stage when sober. Fortunately, for 
the tramp, he is intoxicated most of 
the time. The picture is made en- 
tirely without conversation but is 
considerably strengthened by the 
addition of music :<1d sound ef- 
fects. Once, right at the start of 
the film, it would appear that talk 
should be heard but Chaplin got 
around this difficulty by comedy 
imitations of the human voice on 
various musical instruments, There- 


after the story is told entirely in 
pantomime with a few printed sub- 


titles which might just as well 
have been dispensed with. To say 
that this almost silent picture 


marks the death of the moderfi 
talkies would be stretching a point 
some distance. ‘First of all Chaplin 
alone could sustain the interest of 
the modern movie fans through an 
hour or more of that sort of enter- 
tainment and it is doubtful if he 
could do it, today, without the ac- 
companying sound effects. The 
film will, however, have its effect 
upon other producers—always 
ready to jump upon the band wag- 
on of any screen success—to the 
extent that it will influence the 
cutting down of unnecessary talk: 
and bring about a more careful 
study of the values of photography 
and action. Be that as it may “City 
Lights” is here and is a great en- 
tertainment for everyone.

A free wheeling Hupmobile car 
called “The White Ghost’ was in 
St. Louis the past week for a se- 
ries of demonstrations of free 
wheeling’s value in safe and eco- 
nomica] driving.

Soon all 
motorists will follow the pilot's 
lead and use air-cooled engines in 
their motor cars exclusively. 

“There is no limit to the power 
that an air-cooled engine can de- 
velop. As many cylinders can be 
added as are necessary to produce 
the required power. Arrangement 
may be in line, Vee, H or an X, all 
providing excellent visibility with- 
out the constant danger of some- 
thing happening to the plumbing 
system.”

ULES VERNE, in describing ‘the under- 
J sea boat Nautilus in “Twenty Thousand 
Leagues Under the Sea,” visualized a 
truly wonderful craft. And the modern 
Nautilus, a former U. S. navy submarine re- 


cruise beneath the Arctic ice from Spitzber- 
gen to Alaska by way of the North Pole, is 
fully as wonderful as his imaginary vessel 
—even more so, in fact, in many ways. 

In a previous article I explained the major 
characteristics of our submarine. It remains 
to describe the many safety devices we have 
provided to nuMiify dangers which may await 
us in the unknown polar depths. Several 


‘of these mechanical safeguards are new in- 
'ventions devised solely to meet our especial 
needs; each is the best of its kind. 


We thought at first that we could adapt

Simon Lake invented this diving compart- 
ment years ago, and it’s a good rig. Frank 
Crilley, Joe Drury and I operated one in the 
old submarine Defender all the summer of 
1929 for some naval experiments. 

We will use this diver’s door a lot for 
leading down our deep-sea sounding and 
sample apparatus, which has its winch in the 
diving compartment. 

We are going to have two more of the 
Westinghouse 5000 watt lamps set in the 
bow outside the hull, where they will illum- 
inate this clear polar sea. They will be 
permanently fixed and enclosed in a special 
glass globe which Mr. Lake has discovered 
somewhere and which is guaranteed to have 
a tensile strength of over 30,000 pounds. 

Our telescopic conning tower is 28 inches 
in diameter, topped by an ice-cutting drill. 
We have two hydraulic pistons on the bot- 
tom and we can push it up through 13 feet 
of ice at about a foot a minute. 


Electric Ice Cutter. 

This conning tower is hollow, with a heavy 
cutting head at the top and a watertight 
hatch at the bottom. One electric motor re- 
yolves the head at eight revolutions 
minute, another the ice cutter at 500. The 
cutter is set eccentric to the center of the 
tower and cuts a hole through the ice a lit- 
tle larger than the diameter of the tower. 

When the head of the tower is through the 
ice we can open the top hatch and climb out.

Jack-Knife Periscope. 

The ordinary periscope rises straight up, 
but it won’t do when there is any ice aronnd. 
So Mr. Lake designed a special fold-down 
type for this job. 

We call this a “‘jack-knife’’ type of peri- 
scope because it folds back like the blade of 
a jackknife. When we come to a lead we 
can flop it up instantly and see how wide 
the lead is and whether it is worth while 
trying to run on the surface. 

If by any chance we find ourselves under 
ice which is more than 13 feet thick, with 
our battery discharged,. we can raise the 
two 81-2-inch diameter ice drills and drill 
two holes through as much as 100 feet of 
One hold will permit air to flow down 
induction air supply, 
the other will form a vent for the exhaust. 

Then, although we cannot get up ourselves 
to look around, one of our engines can run 
and charge our battery fully in about eight 
hours. We can then proceed another 125 
miles submerged and perhaps find a lead 
or thinner ice when it’s time to charge 
again. 

Long ago we learned that a 
could be operated on pneumatically 
ioned wheels on the bottom, with slight neg- 
ative buoyancy. We ran submarines over ob- 
structions and across dredged channels. 

Owing to the slight negative buoyancy we 
gave them, these boats with bottom wheels 
would rise over any obstruction they could 
get their bow over. 


Like Fly on a Ceiling. 

Of course, on this Arctic trip we can’t run 
on the bottom and we can’t have much nega- 
tive buoyancy at any time. However, we are 
applying to the top the lessons learned on 
the bottom and are fitting the Nautilus with 
@ pneumatically-controlled guide wheel and 
arm. She will run with slight positive buoy- 
ancy instead of negative. 

She will then operate like a fly on the 
ceiling, with the top guide wheel always in 
slight contact with the ice. Should the ves- 
sel encounter any obstruction which she can 
get her bow under sbe will automatically 
change depth to conform to the contour of 
the ice bottom above her. 

The guide arm also is of great value to 
us otherwise. Through it we can always tell 
the amount of our positive buoyancy by 
reading the pressure recorded by the pneu- 
matic piston of the arm.

URING 1930 automobile 
D ae to 32,500, a 4 per cent 
increase over 1929. Ten states with 


rigid driver license laws showed an aver- 
age decrease of 1.5 per cent, while states 
without a driver license law showed an 
average increase of 8.3 per cent. 

If the entire country had made the 
same reduction as the 10 states with 
driver license laws, 1700 lives would 
have been saved. No doubt these same 
states will continue to show a decrease 
and in time will have the death rate 
down to an absolute minimum.

NLESS I am wholly wrong in my read- 
[J ins of the facts, the regulating of rail- 

roads has aimost ruined them. The 
well-meant, starry-eyed, who love regula- 
tion of the railroads, have lessened the 
financial stability of the carriers and 
cramped their operations and kept them 
from meeting competition with corapetition. 
They have been tied to stakes while the 
nation has subsidized the truck and bus and 
boat lines that have been raising merry hell 
with them. 

No one questions that the railroads 
should be subject to some form of control. 
The railroads once ran hog wild. They re- 
bated and cheated and cut rates and so de- 
livered themselves into the hands of the 
regulators. But a controi through the laws 
and the courts and interference with the 
operation of their properties are two differ- 
ent things.

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
makes the rates and the roads have to take 
them. The Government dredges the chan- 
nels and canalizes the rivers for the barges 
and steamers.

Americans went sweet a couple of decades 
ago. The authority under which the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission is acting was 
granted by Congress in the sincere belief 
that the greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber was being thereby promoted. The rail- 
roads have been regulated as unselfishly 
and patriotically and lovingly as is human- 
ly possible. 

seven of the past 10 years have been ‘he 
most prosperous in the history of the coun- 
try. Industry and commerce had their feet 
on the ground again after the overturnings 
caused by the war. There was a flood of 
profits and work. What happened to the 
railroads during that decade? 

In the tenth year of the decade they cre 
carrying no more freight than in the first 
year.. They lost one-third of their passen- 
ger carrving business. In 1929 they were 
paid $429,000,000 less for carrying people 
than in 1920. They were able to keep on 
operating because they found means of sav- 
ing $1,000,400,000 in operating costs. But 
in 1928 there were 377,090 fewer men on 
railroad pay than in 1920. That is. perhaps, 
one of the factors that helped to bring about 
the unemployment troubles today. 


The railroads, naturally and _ certainty, 
would have preferred so to increase their 
business, as the other businesses of the 
country were being increased, that they 
could have kept the 377,000 men on their 
rolis and added other thousands.

Nowadays it must be operated any- 
how. Most generally, at least. The In- 
terstate Commerce Commissiun permits the 
abandorment of approximately 1000 miles 
a year, but it has closed the fingers of the 
railroads firmly upon the other 50,000 
miles. I would like to Know just how much 
that lovely gesture has cost the railroads. 

The railroads are so regulated that they 
cannot make their own retes. A railroad ifs 
acommon carrier. It must take whatever 
is offered at rates fixed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. [f a truck owner 
does not want to carry a cargo of sheep 
manure, he refuses it. He is not operating 
avcommon carrier. No one can do anything 
about it. If a steamer captain wants to 
make a rate that cuts the gizzard out of 
the rates the railroad can afford to make, 
he makes that rate. There is no one to con- 


trol him.

What I am trying to hammer in is that 
these busses and trucks are operating under 
no form of regulation and the railroads are 
being regulated to a fare-you-well. If the 
roads were untied, they might, perhaps, 
fight their way free. No one thinks that 
such a miracle will happen. But it is eyi- 
dent that something must be done ta rem- 
edy this serious situation. 

Somehor- or other the railroads must be 
saved. Owners of $24,900,000,000 worth of 
securities might—perhaps—put up a fight 
against their complete de-dollaring. I said 
“perhaps.” In any case there are long 
wheat hauls and pig iron transport and coal 
and guano that must be frelghted and 
which the trucks and boats do not want. 

Therefore—being an essentiaily fair and 
oving people—the day is almost at hand 
when we will try to be fair and loving to 
the railroads by regulating the trucks and 
busses and boats, and God hélp ‘em! They 
will be pink-slipped and I. C. C.'d and tar- 
iffed and kissed.

The report, published in 
1896, of a royal commission ap- 
pointed to inquire into the depres- 
sion of trade and industry leaves no 
doubt on this score. Conditions 
were already disquieting, and En- 
gland should have made an effort, 
if not to recover. at least to adapt 
herself to the changes that were 
then taking place. Instead, we 
find her calmly resting on her 
laurels. She enjoyed a complete 
monopoly not only in distant coun- 
tries but even in Europe, where 
industrialism was still backward, 
and she was accustomed without 
realizing it to all that this monop- 


Moly entailed. She honestly believed 


that she was competing interna- 
tionally under normal conditions, 
without guile and according to the 
rules of free trade.

Steady Loss of Markets. 


It was at the close of the year 
1920, after the collapse of the fe- 
verish post-war boom, that En- 
gland was stricken down.

If this shrinkage of one- 
fifth persists and if present condi- 
tions are to correspond roughly 
with England’s share of the world 
trade in the future, then the na- 
tional economic structure must be 
completely organized on a new 
foundation. Otherwise the overload- 
ed ship is in danger of running 
aground for the waters are too 
shallow.

These are the youths who were 
badly brought up during the war, 
who have never learned a trade 
and who will never learn to work.

Poor sanitary conditions, favoring 
the spread of disease, exist in many 
tropical regions and are largely re- 
sponsible for the bad name which the 
tropics have. 

While admitting that the torrid cli- 
mate presents a barrier to white colo- 
nization of the tropics, another group 
believes that this handicap can be 
largely overcome by modern science.

Even more optimistic concerning the 
fate of the fair races in the tropics is 
Colonel Weston FP. Chamberlain. His 
opinion is based on his\yexperience with 
the Medical Department of the United 
States Army in Panama. 

“The greater part of the sickness 
and death formerly attributed to ma 
lign influences exerted by the tropical 
Climate was actually due to infee- 
tions which are now almost entire- 
ly preventable,” said Colonel Cham- 
berlain, 

in proof of his contention, Colonel 
Chamberlain cites the improvement’ in 
health conditions in the Canal Zone 
during the past 25 veurs. 

Before the Americans were given 
sanitary gontrol over the zone, ma 
laria, yellow fever, dysentery, ty 
phoid, snrallpox, uncinariasis and skin 
affections were endemic. Indeed, 
the failure of the French to make 
a canal, across the isthmus where 
the Americans were later success 
ful has been blamed on unhealth- 
ful tropical conditions. It has been 
estimated that between 1881 and 
1889, at least 16,000 employes died 


from all causes. This mortality oc-— 


curred in a force which averaged only 
a little over 10,000 

N 1904 the United States bought 
| the property of the French com- 

pany and was given unrestricted 
sanitary control. 

Much less was then known about 
tropical medicine than is known today 
Yellow fever and malaria were, how 
ever, the two worst scourges on the 
isthmus and medical research during 
the preceding decade had revealed that 
these dangerous diseases are spread by‘ 
the mosquito. 

As a result of strenuous measures 
for mosquito control, which involved 
the establishment of a water system 
and the abolition of cisterns, tanks, 
rain barrels, roof gutters and similar 
breeding places, yellow fever soon dis 
appeared. The last local] case occurred 
in Colon May 17, 1906 

Control of malaria has been more 
difficult and expensive, because con 
ditions in Panama are particularly fa 
vorable to breeding the malaria mos 
quito. Because of the expénse, the 
anti-malaria efforts have been confined 
to the large towns where the white 
population is concentrated 

During the nine years from 1921 
through 1929, there were only three 
deaths from malaria in an employe 
force averaging 13,000 persons 

Success Of American sanitary meas 
ures is further indicated by the reduce 
tion ef the deaths due to all causes 
in the Canal Zone in Colon 51 peo 
pie out of every 1000 died in 1906, 
while today the annual rate is between 
12 and 14 people out of every 1000 
Panama City has not such a good rec- 
ord, with a mortality rate of 18 per 
1O00 Even this compares favorably 
with some Southern cities in the Unit- 
ed States, however, according to Colo- 
nel Chamberlain. 

Tropical diseases today do not cause 
a large number of deaths in the areas 
controlled by the health department 
People who die, succumb, for the most 
part, to the same diseases which cause 
the most deaths in the United States 
Tuberculosis, pneumonia, diarrhea, 
syphilis, cancer, nephritis, apoplexy 
and heart disease head the list in the 
mortality figure for the Canal Zone, 
just as in America.

Northern Pacific, a loose system of o4 
separate companies. This system was 
forced into receivership by the panic 
of 1893 and its security holders, scat- 
tered over the earth, turned to Mor- 
gan for aid. Morgan decided that the 
only ‘way out of the difficulty lay 
through a merger with the Great 
Northern, and he found Hill to be of 
the same opinion. 


ORGAN and Hill promptly got 
M together. A new company ulti- 
“ mately was organized with 
$80,000,000 common and $75,000,000 
preferred stock and Morgan was placed 
at the head of it. 

The new combination worked bril- 
liantly, but it needed a ‘‘feeder’’ line 
that would extend the system eastward 
into Chicago, so Hill, on behalf of 
Morgan, began to dicker for the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy, with 7911 
miles of track spreading throughout 
the richest farming and mining coun- 
try of the West. This brought them 
into conflict with another group deter- 
mined to have the same property. 
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“This group,’ relates Winkler, “‘was 
headed by E. H. Harriman, a nervous, 
rapid-fire little man with a genius as 
a practical railroad operator equal to 
that of Hill, ability. as a financier com- 
parable to that of Morgan-——and in au- 
dacity surpassing both Hill and 
Morgan. 

‘“‘Harriman was a pouncing sort of 
person with an ambition hitched to the 
stars. He had a bomb-proof conscience 
and a world of self-confidence. ‘Let 
me be but one of 15 men around a 
table,’ he once said to Otto Kahn, a 
young financier who danced admiring 
attendance upon him, ‘and I will have 
my way.’ 

‘Son of an impecunious Episcopal 
curate, Harriman began his business 
career as office boy, salary $5 a week, 
in a Stock Exchange house. This was 
in 1862. He was short, stocky, bow- 
legged. In a year the sharp-¢yed boy 
had been promoted to ‘pad shover.’ 
The pad shover was a messenger clerk, 
whose duty ft was, in those days be- 
fore the ticker or quotations boards, 
to display pads of paper containing 
latest stock prices. A mate in this 
humble but opportunity-making occu- 
pation was the late Thomas Fortune 
Ryan, then plain Tommy Ryan.” 

Before he was out of his teens, 
Winkler relates, Harriman was thor- 
oughly familiar with the brokerage 
business and was made cashier at 
$2000 a year. At 22 he borrowed 
$3000 from an uncle and bought a 
seat on the New York Stock Exchange. 
His office, two flights up, was only a 
few doors from that of Pierpont Mor- 
gan, who, even then, was a power in 
Wall street. The biographer thinks 
it doubtful whether Morgan was aware 
of Harriman's existence then, but he 
was soon to be painfully aware of it. 
The young broker's rise was rapid. 
Before long he was trafficking in rail- 
roads, and that brought him sharply 
across Morgan’s path. 

The first clash was in 1887. It was 
over control of a little railroad in 
lowa, the Dubuque & Sioux City. The 
Illinois Central, with which Harriman 
was now allied, had the lowa road 
under lease and wanted to purchase. 
Majority stockholders objected and 


placed their securities in Morgan's 
hands. At the annual stockholders’ 
meeting in Dubuque Harriman ap- 


peared with a lawyer and prevented 
voting of the majority stock on a tech- 
nicality. He then bluffed the stock- 
holders into accepting his own price 
for the road. 

The next conflict came in 1894, 
when Morgan planned to reorganize

ond mortgage 6 per cent Erie bonds,”’ 
Winkler writes. ‘‘He objected to the 
Morgan plan. ‘Whom do you repre- 
sent?’ he was asked. ‘Myself, was his 
reply. Harriman went into court and 
raised so much rumpus that the re- 
organization plan was changed. He 
was not forgiven, however, by either 
Morgan or the Erie management.’ 
Then came the memorable battle 
over the Northern Pacific. In 1895 
Morgan gave up trying to reorganize 
the hopelessly tangled Union Pacific 
Railroad and gladly turned the job 
over to Jacob H. Schiff of Kuhn, Loeb 
& Company, and Schiff, running afoul 
of Harriman, let him in on the reor- 
ganization. Harriman was by this time 
in full control of the Illinois Central. 
Very quickly he became chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Union 
Pacifie and in five years he had trans- 
formed the disintegrating system into 
what John W. Gates called the ‘‘most 
magnificent railroad property in the 
world.”’ Here, now, was a new rail- 
road monopoly, a monopoly of the 
Southwest, headed by Harriman, ready 
to come to grips with the monopoly of 
the Northwest, headed by Morgan. 


ARRIMAN heard Morgan and 
Hm were trying to buy the 

Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
and immediately he wanted it, “‘part- 
ly because it was a competitor 
for business in U'nion Pacific territory 
and partly because it might at any 
time extend its main line from Denver 
to the Pacific coast and thus become 
a rival of the Union Pacific in trans- 
continental. as well as local traffic.” 
But he was not quick enough. 

“Morgan and Hil! stole a march on 
Harriman,’ writes Winkler. “They 
bought the Burlington on behalf of the 
treat Northern and the Northern Pa- 
cific. Harriman asked an interest in 
the purchase. If Morgan had con- 
sented the whole Western country 
would have been parceled out as Mor- 
gan had split the East between the 
Pennsylvania and the New York Cen- 
tral. But Morgan refused. 

“Without hesitation, Harriman set 
out to purchase the Northern Pacific, 
which owned half the Burlington. He 
proposed to buy control of $155,000,- 
000 of stock in the open market. ‘The 
boldness of the plan,’ writes Hill’s bi- 
ographer, ‘allied it to a work of genius. 
From those grim old lions (Morgan 
and Hill) who guarded the way, the 
quarry was to be snatched before they 
sensed the presence of an enemy. The 
implications of the project were (tre- 
mendous. Suppose the Union” Pacific

At once the Great Northern would 
have to make terms with its new own- 
ers, or bear the brunt of incessant at- 
tacks along 2000 miles of battle 
front. 

“It was a situation that stunned the 
imagination. The schemes of Hill.and 
Harriman brought on the most stupen- 
dous financial conflict Wall street had 
ever known.” 

Immediately after announcing pur- 
chase of 96 per cent of the Burlington 
stock for the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific on April 206, 1901, 
Morgan sailed for Europe, bent on ro. 
mantic intrigue, his mind far from 
Wall street. 

“In a villa at Aix,’ says the biog- 
rapher, ‘‘Jived a French woman of title 
and quality. She was tall and dark 
and of that oval Grecian cast of coun- 
tenance that most appealed to the 
financier. Soon messengers were 
streaming between quiet Aix and the 
jewelers and couturiers of Paris. The 
colony observed the affair with de- 
lighted approval.

There was a | 
sleeping bag on the tent floor but the inadequately clad men had not | 
died in it. Yet they are said to have frozen to death in their sleep! ... |

sures. But these 
memoranda are 
not so clear as 
the others in the 
diary, and it is 
possible that the 
measurements do 
not record the 
actual thickness 
of the ice. 

Knowing the 
meas urements 
undertaken by a 
number of other 
expeditions, we 
are entitled to expect that the 
drifting pack ice encountered by 
Andree would have a thickness of 
about 10 feet—perhaps more. 

From this point of view it is 
surprising that Andree found such 
a slight thickness. 

In his memoranda submitted to 
me there are 62 statements re- 
specting the thickness of the ice. 
Only in four instances is this 
thickness stated to have been 
more than 10 feet. It is less than 
4.95 feet in 43 cases. 

It is clearly shown by the ac- 
count given, however, that the 
measurements were not made sole- 
ly in respect to newly formed ice, 
for clay and pebbles had been 
found on ice—the thickness of 
which was given as about $9 inch- 
es——and such things can be found 
only on old ice. 

There are two notices in An- 
dree's diary which give us reason 
to think that the figures he has 
put down do not refer to total 
thickness. 

On July 31 there is an entry: 

“Thickness of ice, 31.2 inches."’ 

But below there is written in 
parenthesis: 


2 ‘Depth of ice below the water, 
13.53 feet.”’ 


August 1, the thickness of 

is stated as being 4.45 
Simultaneously, there is 
given in the diary a sketch in 
which the total thickness of the 
ice is stated to be 15.84 feet, and. 
according to the sketch, the thick- 
ness of 4.45 feet refers only to a 
projecting edge existing at that 
depth. 

If, in these two instances, the 
thickness of the ice exceeded 13 
feet, while the measurements in 
the fissures merely give the thick- 
ness of a characteristic upper lay- 
er, then there is, perhaps, reason 
to assume that something like the 
same system of measurement has 
been employed throughout, and 
that the figures given can be of” 
no service when we are to judge 
of the actual thickness of the ice. 

As regards freezing, Andree has 
noticed that during the summer 
new ice is formed in the small 
openings at the boundanNes be- 
tween the fresh water running 
down from-the ice, and the salt 
water beneath it.
